PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the United States Department of Health and Human Services and the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services, under the previous Administration, issued rules to restrict Medicaid payments to 
public providers and to disallow Medicaid payments for Graduate Medical Education and for hospital 
outpatient services (the “Proposed Medicaid Rules”), thus reducing the amount of money that will flow 
through the Medicaid system to health care providers, to the Cook County Health and Hospitals System 
and across the country; and 
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WHEREAS, the United States Congress is on record in opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, United States Senator Richard J. Durbin took a leadership role by introducing an 
amendment to Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq Accountability 
Act, 2007” (the “Durbin Amendment”), with such amendment serving to place a one-year moratorium on 
the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, with the active support of the Illinois Congressional Delegation, the Durbin Amendment 
was included in Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq 
Accountability Act, 2007” and signed into law by President Bush; and 

WHEREAS, this moratorium has been continued by the United States Congress and expires on April 1, 
2009;and 

WHEREAS, the United States House of Representatives has acted to extend the moratorium in H.R. 1, 
“The American Recovery and Reinvestment Act,” to June 30, 2009; however, the United States Senate 
currently does not intend to include an extension of the moratorium in its version of this bill; and 

WHEREAS, the Proposed Medicaid Rules would reduce Medicaid payments to Cook County hospitals, 
affecting not only Cook County and its most vulnerable citizens, but the entire public and private safety- 
net health care system in Cook County and in the State of Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners opposes the 
Proposed Medicaid Rules and recognizes their potential impact on the Cook County public health system 
as well as the overall health care system in the state of Illinois; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners hereby calls upon the 
Illinois Congressional Delegation, in conjunction with the entire United States Congress, to continue its 
opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners urge the United States 
Senate and the United States House of Representatives, in its conference on the economic recovery 
legislation, to accept the House provision extending the moratorium through June 30, 2009 and calls on 
the new Administration and the United States Department of Health and Human Services to dispose of 
these pending regulations prior to June 30, 2009; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners recognizes the 
invaluable leadership of Senator Richard J. Durbin and the Illinois Congressional Delegation in ensuring 
that the Bush Administration’s effort to unfairly cut payments to public hospitals and other providers 
throughout the nation is halted; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we ask for your continued leadership to ensure that the Proposed 
Medicaid Rules are disposed of by the new Administration; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Board is directed to deliver a suitable copy of 
this Resolution to each member of the Illinois Congressional Delegation.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

CONTRACT PERFORMANCE MONITORING 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 34 Finance, Article IV 
Procurement and Contracts, Division 10, Sections 34-363 through 34-365 of the Cook County Code is 
hereby enacted as follows: 

DIVISION 10. CONTRACT PERFORMANCE MONITORING 
Sec. 34-363. Information to be contained in contracts. 

All County contracts should contain, but not be limited to, the Following information: 
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(1) Clearly state and define the scope of work, contract terms, allowable renewals, and 
procedures for any changes; 

(2) Provide for specific measurable deliverables and reporting requirements, including due 
dates; 

(3) Describe the methods of payment, payment schedules, and escalation factors if 
applicable; 

(4) Contain performance standards, performance incentives and/or clear penalties and 
corrective actions for non-performance, with a dispute resolution process. The contract 
also should include a requirement for a performance bond when appropriate; 

(5) Contain inspection and audit provisions; 

(6) Include provisions for contract termination; 

(7) Include provisions for contract renegotiation and/or price escalations if applicable; 

(8) Tie payments to the acceptance of deliverables or the final product, if possible; 

(9) Contain all standard or required clauses as published in the RFP. The contract may also 
incorporate the RFP itself. Order of precedence should be addressed in case of a 
discrepancy between the RFP and the body of the contract for example; 

(10) Contain appropriate signatures, approvals, acknowledgements, or witnesses. 


Sec. 34-364. Contract performance monitoring. 

(a) Agency, department and office responsibilities: 

(1) Assign a contract manager with the authority, resources, and time to monitor the 
project/contract; 


(2) Ensure that the contract manager is a separate person from the RFP manager and 
possesses adequate skills and has been trained to serve as a contract manager to properly 
manage the project/contract; 

(3) When requesting Board approval for contracts with entities that have had previous 
contracts with the County, all previous Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress 
Reports for that entity should be submitted to the Board prior to approval of contract. 

(b) Contract manager’s duties: 

(1) Direct and manage project development from beginning to end; 

(2) Prior to finalizing a contract, define project scope, goals and deliverables; 

(3) Prior to finalizing a contract, plan and schedule project timelines and milestones; 

(4) Track budgets and compare invoices and charges to contract terms and conditions; 
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(5) Ensure that deliverables are received on time and document the acceptance or rejection of 
deliverables; 

(6) Withhold payments to vendors until deliverables are received; 

(7) Ensure that timelines and milestones are met; 

(8) Fill out Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Report on a quarterly basis and 
submit to the Purchasing Agent. 

(c) Purchasing agents duties: 

(1) Create uniform Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Report forms; 

(2) Collect the completed Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Reports from 
Departments quarterly; 

(3) Distribute Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Reports to Board of 
Commissioners on a quarterly basis; 

(4) Create minimum standards for contract manager training, which meet the National 
Contract Managers Association standards, and post the minimum training requirements 
for Contract Managers on the Purchasing Agent’s website along with a list of Resources 
that departments can use to obtain the required training; 

(5) Verify that the Contract Manager and RFP Manager roles are assumed by separate 
personnel. 

(d) After contract completion the user departments and the Purchasing agent shall use the 
Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Reports as an evaluation element for future award decisions 
with the contractor. 

Sec. 34-365. Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Report. 

(a) The Contract Manager’s Evaluation of Progress Report form shall be developed by the 
Purchasing Agent as a uniform report for all agencies, departments and offices and shall include, at a 
minimum, the following information for agencies, departments and offices to complete: 

(1) Current Date; 

(2) Name of contractor; 

(3) Contract number; 

(4) Contract period; 

(4) Reporting period; 

(5) “Has the Contractor been making satisfactory progress during the reporting period?”; 
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(6) “Is the Contractor utilizing personnel with the proper skills for the most efficient 
performance as negotiated?”; 

(7) “Is the Contractor on schedule for the entire period?”; 

(8) “Have all problems that may adversely affect performance been brought to the attention 
of the Contract Manager?”; 

(9) “Have all deliverables been acceptable and accepted up to this point in the contract?”; 

(10) “Were revisions/additional information requested? If yes, explain.”; 

(11) Signature of contract manager. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PRIVATE AMBULANCE LICENSES AND CARRIAGE FEES 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 54 Licenses, Permits, 
and Miscellaneous Business Regulations, Article X, Sections 54-400 through 54-409 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE X. PRIVATE AMBULANCES 


Sec. 54-400. Definitions. 

For purposes of this chapter, when any of the following words or terms are used herein they shall 
have the meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 

Medi-car means a non-emergency medical transportation vehicle. 

Person means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, company, association or joint stock 
association, or the legal successor thereof. 
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Private ambulance means an ambulance operated by a private person and does not provide 911 
Emergency Services for Municipalities. 

Public ambulance means an ambulance operated by a fire department or a private ambulance that 
provides 911 emergency services for municipalities and has primary responsibility in emergency 
situations. 

Any other word or term not defined herein but defined in the Emergency Medical Services 
Systems Act of the State of Illinois, 210 ILCS 50/1 et seq., as amended, shall have the meaning ascribed 
to the word or term in that act. 

Sec. 54-401. License requirements. 

(a) Except as provided below, it shall be unlawful for any person to operate or maintain a 
private ambulance or medi-car within the County of Cook, outside of the City of Chicago, without having 
first obtained a license for the ambulance or medi-car from the Department of Revenue. A separate 
license shall be required for each private ambulance or medi-car operated or maintained within the 
County. The license shall be posted in the ambulance or medi-car at all times. 

(b) No license shall be required for any ambulance or medi-car owned and operated by a fire 
department or by a private company which provides 911 emergency services for a municipality. 

Sec. 54-402. License - application and approval requirements. 

(a) A person seeking an ambulance or medi-car license shall file an application with the 
Department of Revenue. 

(b) Along with the application, the applicant shall submit evidence that an appropriate State 
of Illinois ambulance or medi-car license has been granted for each ambulance or medi-car for which a 
license is sought and documentation that reflects the successful completion of any required state 
inspection. Failure to submit such evidence shall result in denial of the application. 

(c) Each application for an initial or a renewal of an ambulance or medi-car license and all 
information required to be furnished in connection therewith shall be approved by the Department of 
Revenue. 

Sec. 54-403. License - renewal. 

Ambulance and medi-car licenses shall expire one year following the date of issue unless an 
application for renewal is filed with the Department of Revenue prior to that date. No ambulance or medi- 
car license shall be renewed unless the renewal application is approved by the Department of Revenue. 
An applicant for a renewal license shall submit with the application evidence that a State of Illinois 
license has been granted, and is in force and effect, for the ambulance or medi-car for which the license is 
sought along with documentation that reflects the completion of any required state inspection. 

Sec. 54-404. Maintenance - change of ownership. 

(a) Each ambulance or medi-car shall, at all times when in use as such, be suitable for the 
transportation of patients from the standpoint of health, sanitation and safety, and be maintained in 
suitable premises and contain equipment conforming with the standards, requirements and regulations 
provided for herein. Said equipment shall be in proper and good condition for such use and comply with 
all applicable laws and local ordinances relating to health, sanitation and safety and be equipped with 
such lights, sirens and special markings to designate it as an ambulance, as may be prescribed in 
regulations promulgated by the Cook County Department of Revenue, the Cook County Department of 
Public Health, and federal and State of Illinois laws and any other applicable provisions of this Code.

(b) It shall be the duty of every company licensed under this chapter to notify the Department 
of Revenue whenever any change in its address is made, either business or residence. Any notice required 
to be given to a licensee shall be sufficient if addressed to the last address recorded in the office of the 
Department of Revenue 

(c) Any change of ownership of a licensed company shall terminate the ambulance or medi- 
car operating license and shall require a new application and a new license, and conformance with all the 
requirements of this chapter as upon original licensing. 

Sec. 54-405. License - fee. 

(a) The annual license fee for a private ambulance or medi-car license shall be as set forth in 
Section 32-1 of this Code. 

(b) Ambulance and medi-car licenses are not transferable between parties. 

Sec. 54-406. Carriage fee. 

All private ambulance companies and private medi-car companies shall be charged a carriage fee 
for each transport that originated from a medical facility or private residence within boundaries of Cook 
County, but outside of the City of Chicago. The carriage fee for private ambulance and private medi-car 
companies shall be as set forth in section 32-1 of this Code. 

No carriage fee shall be required for any ambulance or medi-car owned and operated by a fire 
department or by a private company which provides 911 emergency services for a municipality or which 
is rendering assistance in the case of a disaster declared by the Board President, mayor, governor or 
president, or is transporting patients from beyond the County of Cook to location within the County. 

Sec. 54-407. Applicability of Illinois Emergency Medical Services Systems Act. 

Every person who operates or maintains an ambulance or medi-car within the County of Cook 
shall observe all requirements imposed by the Illinois Emergency Medical Services Systems Act, 210 
ILCS 50/1, et seq., as amended, and any regulations promulgated pursuant thereto. 

Sec. 54-408. Discrimination. 

There shall be no discrimination against any person employed or seeking employment with a 
company licensed under this chapter on account of race, sex, color, religion, national origin or ancestry; 
likewise, it shall be unlawful for any individual licensed or authorized to provide services under this 
chapter to refuse aid or transportation to any patient on account of race, sex, color, religion, national 
origin or ancestry, or in a life-threatening situation, the inability to pay. 

Sec. 54-409. Violation - penalty. 

Any person who violates any of the provisions of this chapter, or any rule or regulation 
promulgated hereunder, shall be punished by a fine of $300.00 per violation. Each day that such violation 
exists shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. In addition to the above penalties, the County may 
seek appropriate equitable relief. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 Fee Schedule of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

RESOLUTION CONCERNING THE SELECTION OF THE PUBLIC DEFENDER 

WHEREAS, the Office of the Public Defender is an office created by state statute, all as set forth in 
Article 3, Division 3-4 of the counties codes, 55 ILCS 5/1-1001, et seq.; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois Law provides that whenever a vacancy shall occur in the position of Public 
Defender in counties over 1,000,000, a properly qualified person shall be appointed to the position by the 
President with the advice and consent of the Board. 55 ILCS 5/3-4004.1; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois Law provides that the president shall select as Public Defender only a person with 
the following qualifications: an attorney whose practice of law has clearly demonstrated experience in 
the representation of persons accused of crime; who has been licensed to practice law in this State or in 
another state for at least 5 years; who has had administrative experience; and who is dedicated to the goals 
of providing high quality representation for eligible persons and to improving the quality of defense 
services generally. 55 ILCS 5/3-4004.2; and 
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WHEREAS, it is recognized that quality legal representation in criminal and related proceedings is a 
fundamental right of the people of the State of Illinois and that there should be no distinction in the 
availability of quality legal representation based upon a person’s inability to pay. 55 ILCS 5/3-4000. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, shall appoint a 15-member selection committee (“Selection Committee”) which shall 
include one person designated by each of the following organizations as its representative: Chicago Bar 
Association, Women’s Bar Association, Coalition for the Homeless, Hispanic Lawyers Association of 
Illinois, Cook County Bar Association, Chicago Council of Lawyers, Lesbian & Gay Bar Association of 
Chicago, Mandel Legal Clinic, Westside Minister’s Coalition, PUSH-Rainbow Coalition, Illinois Public 
Defender Association, Juvenile Justice Initiative, one representative selected by Chief Judge Timothy 
Evans, one attorney (union) and one attorney (non-union) representative from the Public Defender’s 
Office; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Selection Committee shall elect its chair from its own ra nk s 
and all decisions shall be by majority vote.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION CONSOLIDATING VARIOUS GOVERNMENTAL 
OPERATIONS BY COMBINING THE OFFICE OF CONTRACT COMPLIANCE 
WITH THE OFFICE OF THE PURCHASING AGENT 
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WHEREAS, in an effort to help resolve the FY 2008 budget crisis, a resolution 
consolidating certain government operations was introduced at the February 20, 2008 
meeting of the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, during these tough economic times, the need to streamline County 
operations still exists as the Board of Commissioners prepares to address the FY 2009 
budget; and 

WHEREAS, the Purchasing Agent is the chief County official with the charge of 
procuring quality goods and services for Cook County agencies at the best market value, 
making certain that vendors comply with all of the requirements of the Procurement and 
Contracts Code and recommending to the County Board which vendors should be 
awarded contracts based on their bids and on meeting all the required criteria; and 

WHEREAS, one of the major criterion in determining which vendors should be awarded 
contracts is compliance with the Minority and Women Owned Business Enterprises 
division of the Procurement and Contracts Code; and 

WHEREAS, compliance with the County’s MBE/WBE ordinance is the only criterion, 
in the County’s contract procurement process, which is administered by a County 
department other than the Office of the Purchasing Agent; and 

WHEREAS, the Purchasing Agent should have the responsibility of making certain that 
contracts are fulfilled appropriately and that vendors meet all of the requirements of the 
Procurement and Contracts Code; and 

WHEREAS, it is redundant to have two departments with such similar responsibilities; 
and 

WHEREAS, other large governmental bodies, such as the City of Chicago; Orange 
County, California; Hennepin County, Minnesota, throughout the United States, have 
only one department administering all of these functions; and 

WHEREAS, it would be more cost efficient for the Office of Contract Compliance to be 
merged into the Office of the Purchasing Agent. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Office of Contract Compliance is 
hereby dissolved and the duties of said office shall be transferred to the Office of the 
Purchasing Agent; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the employees of the Office of Contract 
Compliance shall now report to the Purchasing Agent.

Chairman Maldonado delivered the following opening remarks: 

Today we will consider a proposed ordinance sponsored by Commissioner Gorman which seeks to 
eliminate the Office of Contract Compliance and transfer its duties and staff to the Office of the 
Purchasing Agent. 
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The Committee selected today’s date as an accommodation to Commissioner Gorman’s request to hold 
this hearing as early as possible from the date she introduced the ordinance but immediately after we 
thought the Committee on Finance would take a vote on the 2009 budget. As you know, that vote took 
place last night so we could not have guessed today’s date for this hearing any better than we did. 

Nevertheless, Commissioner Gorman sent me a letter two days ago, requesting that the Committee 
hearing be deferred because, and I quote, “It has been brought to my attention that there may be 
investigations concerning certain contracts in the Contract Compliance Department.” 

In speaking with the Inspector General about the allegation, Mr. Blanchard stated that the ordinance that 
directs his role as Inspector General prohibits him from either acknowledging or denying the existence of 
any investigation. However, he clearly stated that his Office had no objections to proceed with the 
hearing. 

Moreover, let it be clear that the Office of Contract Compliance does not award contracts. This is the 
exclusive role of the Office of the Purchasing Agent. Therefore, the implication in Commissioner 
Gorman’s letter that the Office of Contract Compliance is under investigation concerning certain 
contracts it awarded is, at the very least, a misguided allegation. 

Ultimately, I am convinced that the bonafide MBE/WBE community will welcome any investigation that 
would eliminate any possible wrong doing that would hurt the viability of this essential program and 
therefore the preservation of the minority business community of Cook County. 

Yet, whether the Director of Contract Compliance, Ms. Betty Hancock-Perry, or the Inspector General, 
Mr. Patrick Blanchard, wishes to make any statement about Commissioner Gorman’s allegation is up to 
them. 

However, as Chairman of this Committee, I will not allow the hearing to deviate from the subject matter 
before us for consideration. That is, to deliberate on the elimination of the Office of Contract 
Compliance. The MBE and WBE community deserves no less. 

To that end, we have assembled a number of witnesses, all experts in this area, from whom we will hear 
their perspectives on the proposed ordinance during the hearing. The Chair also extended the same 
courtesy to the sponsor, Commissioner Gorman, to invite witnesses. 

But before we start with the invited witnesses and the public, let me set forth the procedures I think we 
should follow: 

1. We will hear from the sponsor of the Ordinance with her opening remarks and description of the 
Ordinance. 

2. We will then hear from the Director of the Office of Contract Compliance, Betty Hancock-Perry 
and her perspective. 

3. We will hear from the invited witnesses, allowing questions from the members. 

4. The Committee will debate. 

5. The public will testify. 

6. A vote will be taken. 
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Commissioner Gorman delivered opening remarks. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office 
of the County Clerk.)
